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Memoirs of the Lire of FERNANDO CORTES, the 


conqueror of Mexico. | 
The period. when this celebrated man began to diftinguifh himjelf, is 
memorable in the hiftory.of Navigation and Commerce. The di/cov- 
ery of a papiage to the Ealt-Indies by the Cape of Good Hope, and 
of a New World in the Weftern ocean, had opened thofe vaft fources 
of wealth and luxury, that could not fail to roufe the daring efforis 
of the Navigators and other adventurers of the age. Among the 
foremoft of the/e was Cortes, whofe various /chemes difplayeda gent- 
us that delighted in whatever was bold and /plendid, with a mind in- 
exhauftible in refources, and a courage unbroken by difafter. The , 
Life of fuch a perfonage would have been interefting at any period, but 
muft be more particularly fo in the prefent age. Two centuries and 
a half have fcarce elapfed, and we wrew the rapid progre/s of ciwiliza- 
dion in extenfive regions, where, with a fingle exception, nature once 
appeared tn the mop Javage forms, and beings with juft the exterior 
of humanity were hardly fe able to the di fings of extftence. Inftead 
of rude and defencele/s Indians fleeing before a handful of Euro- 
peans, we now fee a new and hardy race increafing in population and 
power, and contending for independency and empire with the di/ctplin- 
ed armies of Europe. 
ERNANDO CORTES, defcended from a noble but decayed 
family, was born at Medellin, in Eftremadura, in 1485. Being 
deftined to the ftudy of the Law, he was fent early to the Univerfity 
of Salamanca, where he made but a flender progrefs in learning. An 
academic lite was indeed fo ill adapted to his ardent and reftlefs genius, 
that he foon returned to Medellin, where he indulged himfelf incef- 
fantly in active {ports and martial exercifes. At length, he was fo 
overbearing and fo diflipated, that his father was glad to comply with 
his inclination, andto fend himabroadasanadventurerinarms. Itwasat 
firft ‘intended that he fhould ferve in Italy under Gonfalvo de Cordova, 
the Great Captain: But this defign being laid afide in confequence of 
a fevere indifpofition, Cortes, on his recovery, turned his views tow- 
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ards America, whither he was allured by the profpect of the advantages 
whick he might derive from the patronage of his kinfman Ovando, 
who was Governor of Hifpaniola. He landed at Si. Domingo in 
1504, and was immediately employed by the Governor in feveral 
honourable and lucrative Bs Thefe, however, did not gratify 
his ambition ; for, in 1511, be obtained permiflion to accompany Di- 
ego Velafquez in his expedition to Cuba. In this fervice he diftin- 
guifhed himfelf fo much, that, notwithftanding fome violent contefts 
with Velafguez, who was the Governor of that ifland, he was at length 
taken into favour, and received an ample recompenfe in lands and 
in Indians. 

Though Cortes had not yet rifen to any diftinguifhed command, he 
had exhibited fuch qualities in various {cenes of difficulty and danger, 
as raiied univerfal expeétation. The turbulence of youth, as foon as 
he found occupations fuited to his afpiring mind, gradually fubfided, 
and fettled into a habit of regular indefatigable attivity. The impet- 
uofity of his temper infenibly abated, and mellowed into a cordial fold- 
ierly franknefs. Thefe qualities were accompanied with calm pru- 
dence in concerting his {chemes, with perfevering vigour in executing 
them, and with what is peculiar to fuperior genius, the art of gaining 
the confidence of men, and of governing their minds. To all which, 
were added a graceful perfon, a winning afpeét, and a conftitution of 
fuch vigour, as to be capable of enduring any fatigue. 

Such was the man whom Velafquez {ele¢éted to command the arma- 
ment, that was deftined to conquer the rich country of Mexico, or 
New-Spain, which had been previoufly difcovered by Grijala ahd 
others. He failed from St. Jago de Cuba, on the 18th of November, 
1518, and proceeded to Trinidad, a fmall fettlement on the fame fide 
ot the ifland. Here Velafquez, whom the difappointed competitors 
of Cortes had by this tine inflamed with jealoufy, had difpatched in- 
{truétions, impowering Verdugo, the chiet Magiftrate, to deprive the 
Commander of his commiflion. But fuch was the addrefs of Cortes, 
and the fingular felicity with which he had made his foldiers zealous 
to fupport his authority, that he found means either to footh or intim- 
idate Verdugo, who permitted him to leave Trinidad without moleft- 
ation. Hence he failed for Havanna, where, in the firm attachment 
of his foldicry, he again defeated the defigns of Velafquez, who had 
fent peremtory injunctions to Pedro Barba, his Lieutenant-governor 
in that colony, to arreft Cortes, and to fend him prifoner to St. Jago:

~— SUBTLE 2 LT — 
Account of Torttam, the famous ftrong man. 
From the European Magaztne for January. | 
E learn from private accounts, well attefted, that'Thomas Top- 
ham, aman who kept a public houfe at Iilington, performed 
furprifing feats of ftrength ; as breaking a broomflick of the firft mag- 
nitude by ftriking it againft his bare arm, lifting two hogfheads of wa- 
ter, heaving his horfe ever the turnpike gate, carrying the beam of a 
houfe as a foldier his firelock, &c. But however beliet might flagger, 
She foon tecovered herfelf when this fecond Sampfon appeared at 
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Derby as a performer in public at a fhilling each. Upon application 
to Alderman Cooper for leave to exhibit, the magiftrate was furprized 
at the feats he propofed, and as his appearance was like that of other 
men, he ait we him to iftrip, that he might examine whether he wes 
made like them; but he was found to be extremely mufcular. What 
were hollows under the arms and hams of others, were filled ap with 
ligaments in him. 

He appeared near five feet ten, turned of thirty, well made, but 
nothing fingular ; he walked with a {mall limp. He had formerly 
dJaid a wager, the ufual decider of difputes, that three horfes could not 
draw him from a poft which he fhould clafp with his feet; but the 
driver giving them afudden lafh, turned them afide, andthe unexpeét- 
ed jerk had broke his thigh. 

The performances of this wonderful man, in whom were united the 
firength of twelve, were, rolling up a pewter difh of: feven pounds as 
a marr rolls up a fheet ct paper; holding a pewter quartat arm’s length 
and {queezing the fides together like an egg-fhell; litung two hun- 
dred weight with his little finger, and moved it gently over his head. 
The bodies he touched feemed to have loft their powers of gravitation, 
He alfo broke a rope taftened to the floor, that would fuftain twenty 
hundred weight ; litted an oak table fix feet long with his teeth, 
though half a hundred weight was hung to the extremity ; a piece of 
leather was fixed to one end for his teeth to hold, two of the feet ftood 
upon his knees, and he raifed the end with the weight higher than that 
in his mouth. ,.He took Mr. Chambers, Vicar of All Saints, who 
weighed 27 flone, and raifed him with one hand. His head laid on 
one chair and his feet on another, four people (14 flone each) fat up- 
en his body, which he heaved at pleafure. He ftruck a round bar of 
iron, one inch in diameter, againit his naked arm, and at one ftroke 
bent ithkeabow. Weaknéts and feeling feemed fled together. 

Being a mafler of mufic, he entertained the company with Mad 
Tom. I heard him fing a folo to the organin St. Warburgh’s church. 
then the only one in Derby »but though he might perform with judg- 
ment, yet the voice, more terrible than iweet, {carcely leemed human. 
» Though of a pacific temper, and with the appearance of a gentleman, 
yet he was liable to the infults of the rude. ‘Lhe oftler at the Virgin’s 
In, where he refided, having given him difguft, he tock one of the 
kitchen fpits from the mantle-piece, and bent it round his neck like a 
handkerchief; but as he didnot choofe to tuck the ends in the ofiler’s 
boiom, the cumbrous ornament excited the laugh of the company till 
he condefcended to untie his iron cravat. Had he not abounded with 
good nature, the men might have been in fear for the fafety of their 
perfons, and the women for that of their pewter fhelves, as he could 
inflantly roll up both. One blow with his fift would forever have 
filenced thofe heroes of the Beargarden, Johnfon and Mendoza, 

At the time of his death, which happened 10th Auguft 1769, he 
kept a public houfe in Hog-lane Shoreditch. Having two day j before 
a quarrel with his wife, he flabbed her in the breaft, and immediately 
gave himfelf feveral wounds which proved fatal to. him. His wite, 
howeva:, recovered.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
SWEDISH DIET. 
GES TE, JAN. 31. 
N the 27th inflant, the Diet of the kingdom was opened by his 
Majefty in perfon. The four orders were united in the Grand- 
Hall. 

By the {peech which his Majeity pronounced, he traced, in the rap- 
id and flowery ftyle fo peculiarly his own, the weak and diftrefled 
ftate in which he found the kingdom on his coming to the throne; the 
prompt and complete fuccefs with which he regenerated it; the happi- 
nefs which the Swedes enjoyed under his reign for many years; the 
inquietude, the divifions, the {pirit of party, which at length troubled 
its welfare; the meafures that he took to repair the evil; the glorious 
end of the foreign war, conneéted with thofe domeftic troubles; the 
diftreffing fituation of the finances, which was the refult of all this; 
and, in fine, for here came for the obje&t, the necellity that there was 
for reftoring them, and for maintaining the credit of the State. This 
was, in truth, the motive and end of the convocation; whether it will 
precifely conclude as he wifhed, time muft determine. 

Already fome indications of hoftility to the King have appeared. 
In {pite of the injunétion to all the civil and military officers, the fir 
order did not fail to be very numerous. There were 118 members of 
theefirft order, 110 of the fecond, 187 of the third, or plan gentlemen, 
There were warm debates on the choice of a Secretary ot the diet ; 
the plurality was in favour ef the Sieur de Sogerftrom, The Sicur 
Wallin, a Burgomafter of Stockholm, was elected Orator or Prefi- 
dent of the order of Bourgeois. But the’point on which they have 
manifefted a {pirit of oppofition is, in eftablifhing a revifion of accounts, 
which was not done according to the recommendation of the Mon- 
arch. His Majefty rofe ina tone very energetic on the fubjeét, but — 
they were equaily firm, and would not accept of the plan offered for 
this important objeét, 

The French Queen, it is reported, has lately refolved to fell the 
greateft part of her diamonds and jewels ; and the king 1s faid to have 
given orders for colle¢ting all his effeéts of gold and filver from the 
different palaces in the kingdom, that they may be eitimated and per- 
haps difpofed of. One of which fhe brought trom Viennain the year 
1770, has already been fold to a jeweller of the name of Oliver, for 
the fum of 500, ooc livres in filver, The {tone was called Aye Marir, 

Several riots were occafioned in Paris during the laft week, by the 
difcontent of the populace upon the increafing price of fugar. The 
national guard twice beat to arms, and their appearance prevented fur- 
therharm. Once, before they could arrive, a waggon loaded with this 
arttcle was feized, and its contents were difperied at the rate of ten

HOUSE or REPRESENTATIVES. 
SATURDAY, April 21. 3 
HE memorial of fundry merchants of the city of New-York, ref- 
petting bankrupt laws, was referred to a fele&t committee. ‘ 
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An engroffed bill, for raifing a further fum of money for the pro- 
tection of the frontiers, was read a third time, the blanks were filled 
up, and the bill pafled, yeas 37, nays 20. 

Mr. Vining laid on the table a refolution, that Congrefs fhould ad- 
journ on the 4th of May, to meet again on the firft Monday of — 

Mr. Williamfon from a feleé& committtee, reported a bill, for the 
fale of the unappropriated lands in the territory, north weft of the Ohio; 
which was read a firft time. 

A motion, made on Wednefday laft by Mr, Gerry, being called up 
and in part agreed to, a committee was purfuant thereto, appointed to 
enquire into the ftate of the recruiting fervice, and to report. 

Mr. Boudinot moved, 

That a joint committee of both houfes be direfied to wait.on the 
Prefident of the United States, to requeft he will recommend to the 

eople of thefe States, a day of public humidiation and prayer, to be 
obferved by fuplicating the Almighty, for the fafety, peace and wel- 
fare of the Union. 

Mr. J. Smith reported, that the committee of enro!lment. had _pre- 
fented to the Prefident for his approbation, the bill authorifing the 
grant and conveyance of certain Jands to the Qhio company of ailoci- 
ates. 

Mownpay, April 23. 

A bill for the fale of unappropriated lands, inthe territory N. W. of 
the Ohio, was read a fecoud time and ordered for commitment. 

A meflage was received trom the Senate, notifying the Houfe that 
they infifted on their amendments tothr Militia bill—{ the twe addi- 
tional fettions, vefting the Prefident with a difcretionary power to call 
forth the militia, and eftablifhing their pay whenever called on. | 

Purfuant to the order of the as the Houfe refolved itfelf into a 
committee of the whole (Mr. W. Smith in the chair) and took up tor 
confideration, a billto provide for calling forth the militiawhen necef- 
fary, to execute the laws of the union, to fupprefs infurrettions, and 
repel invafions; and after fome time {pent therein, rofe, reported pro- 
grefs, ard had leaye to fit again. 

Mr. Hartley having given notice, that he had a report of a fecret 
nature to make, the galleries were ordered to be cleared, 

Tuerspay, April 24. 

The amendments, propofed by the Senate, to the bill for indemni-' 
fying the Eftate of the late General Greene, were taken into confider- 
ation, and agreed to. — 

A bill (from the Senate) to compenfate the fervices of the late Col. 
George Gibfon, wae twice read, and ordered for commitment to-mor- 
row, 

Mr. Gerry, from the committee on his motion refpeéting the ap- 
pointment of fhort-hand-writers, made a report, which was read, 
and ordered to lie on the table. 

A meffage was delivered by Mr. Secretary Otis, notifying that the 
Senate defired a conference on the fubje&t of the amendment to the 
militia bill, difagreed to by the Houfe, and by éhem infilled on; and 
that they had, on their part, appointed conterees. 

The Houfe, purfuent to the order of the day, refolved itfelf into a 
committee of the whole, on the bill making provifion for calling peek 
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the militia, when neceffary; and after much debate, the committee 
rofe, and reported it with fundry amendments. 

A refolution laid on the table laft Saturdav, by Mr. Vining, being 
called up, and the blank therein filled, was agreed to, as follews : 

“ Refolved, that the Prefident of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives do adjourn their refpeétive Howfes on the 
fifth day of of May, to meet again on the firft Monday of November 
next.” 

The Houfe, however, having agreed to re-confider their vote, the 
following refolution was adopted. 

- * Refolved, that the Prefident of tha Senate and the Speaker of the 

? Houfe of Reprefentatives do adjourn their refpeétive Houfes on the 

fifth day of May next, to clofe the prefent feflions, and to meet again 
on fuch day, as may, by law, be dire¢ted.” 

Mr. W. Smith then moved for the appointment of a committee, 
to bring in a bill for altering the time of the next annual meeting of 
Congrefs to the firft Monday of November. 

A committee being accordingly appointed, foon after reported fuch 
a bill, which was read afirft time, read a fecond time, ordered to be 
engrofled, broughtin engroffed, read a third time, pafied, and fent to 
the Senate for their concurrence. 

WEDNESDAY, April 25. 
The Houfe took up the amendments propofed by the committee of 
» the whole, tothe bill for calling forth the militia when neceflary, to 
execute the laws of the union, to fupprefs infurreétions, and repel in- 
vafions ; and having, aftes much debate, gone through the fame, ad- 
' ded the following claufe of limitation, moved by Mr. Boudinot, viz. 

* And be it further enaéted: That this aét fhall continue and be in 
force for and during the term of two years, and from thence to the end 
of the next feffion of Congrefs, and no longer.” 

Tuurspbay, April 26, 

An engroffed bill, for calling forth the militia, when neceflary, to 
execute the laws of the union, to fupprefs infurreétions, and repel in- 
vafions, was read a third time and patfed. 

The Houfe took up the report of a committee on the petition of 
Comfort Sands, and others, and having agreed to the fame, oppointed 
a feleét committee, to bring ina bill to confirm the award ot the refer- 
ces between the United States and the parties aforelaid. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a committee of the whole, on the bill 
concerning the regiftering and clearing of fhips or veflels. 

After fome time {pent therein, the contmittee rofe and reported pro- 
grefs. 7 

Mr. Murray’s motion was than taken up for reducing the rates of 
poftage on newf-papers. 

The motion being agreed to. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a committee of the whole on the faid 


bill; and the committee having reported it with an amendment, the 
Houfe adopted the amendment, and ordered the bill to be engroffed 
ior a third reading. : 
[The bill reduces the rate of poftage to half a cent for any diftance, 
not more than one hundred mules ; and three quarters of a cent for any 
greater diftance. | 
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Another meffage from the Senate by Mr. Secretary Otis, informed 
the Houfe that they have paffed the bill providing for calling forth the 
militia, &c, and that they recede from their amendments to the militia 
bill—alfo that they have paffed the bill for raifing a further fum of 
money for the protection of the frontiers, and for other purpofes, with 
amendments.

WAR BETWEEN FRANCE anp SPAIN. 

Capt Wittiam A: Perry arrived at Marblehead on Sunday 
night laft from St. Martin’s which place he left the 16th of April, and 
brings the following 

IMPORTANT INTELLIGENCE: 

That the day he failed, a brig arrived from St. Lucie, the Mafter of 
which (James GREEN) informed Capt. PERRY, among many other 
gentlemen, in the public coffee-houfe in that place, that an Englith 
man-ot-war arrived at St. Lucie the day betore he left it, the Com- 
mander ot which informed the French Commodore there, that WAR 
was declared between France and Spain. ‘This inteiligence was com- 
municated by Capt. GREEN in the moft public manner, {fc that no 
doubt of its truth was entertained at St. Martin’s. 

The fubje& of the ment, has occupied.the attention of the citizens, 
confiderably ; and the majority diflike the figure of Lzderty being ftruck
